CHOOSES AMERICA 
TO WIFE IN POLAND, 
GETS DIVORCE 


OMAHBA, April 28 (AP)—At 5 
a.m. one day in 1989 Nazi sol- 
diers walked into Jack Green- 
baum’s bakery in Poland and 
hauled him off to a concentra- 
tion camp. 

During his ordeal of imprison- 
ment, Greenbaum thought of two

mination to go to America. In 
1945 Greenbaum was freed. Aft- 
er a long search he found his 
wife and told her of his plan. 
She agreed he should go. But 
Lisbeth Greenbaum remained 
behind and finally wrote that if 
he wished to live with her, he 
must come back to Poland.

Radford and Robertson

WASHINGTON, April 28 — 
What has been proposed to 
Chiang Kai-shek in return for 
acceptance of a cease-fire in the 
Formosa area is the mutual de- 
fense of Formosa itself with the 
direct participation of. United 
States forces, in token degree 
at least, in that defense. 

This, it has been learned from 
informed sources, was the real 
purpose of the mission to For- 
mosa of Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, and Assistant 
Secretary of State Walter Rob- 
rtson. 


As Chiang’s staunchest friends 
in Washington, they were to pro- 
pose such an alternative to the 
Generalissimo in the hope that 
this would persuade him to ac- 
cept a cease-fire. 

The line of such a cease-fire 
would be drawn roughly in the 
middle of the Formosa strait 
which would mean that the off- 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu would eventually be yield- 
ed to the Chinese Communists

The father, a Soviet air force 
colonel, had written Zhukov ask- 
ing for the marshal’s help in se- 
curing the return of his 17-year- 
old son, Valery Lysikov. The boy 
lias since returned to his home. 

Young Lysikov entered the 
American sector last March 18 
and asked for political asylum. 
He said he had listened in secret 
to Voice of America and British 
broadcasts and had come to be- 
lieve Communist propaganda 
was false. 

Zhukov sent the father’s letter 
along with a covering letter to 
the President, a “comrade-in- 
arms” in World War II. 

The Soviet marshal is under- 
stood to have beseeched the 
President, as one military man 
to another, to help relieve the 
anxious parents by returning 
Valery. 

Mr. Eisenhower's reply to 
Zhukov, it is further understood, 
referred to the fact that there 


were many anxious and sad- 
dened parents of United States 
flyers imprisoned in Communist 
China. The flyers, too, were 
military men, the President is 
said to have noted.

ALLIES PROHIBIT 
BERLIN CUSTOM 
GUARDS’ PISTOLS 


» BERLIN, April 28 (AP)—West 
Berlin authorities ordered pis- 
eek for German cus- 
toms guards patrolling the East- 
West city borders, but the West- 
ern Allied powers intervened, 
informed sources said yesterday. 
British authorities confirmed 
that 600 pistols, intended for the 
guards, were flown in from West 
Germany several days ago. 

The Allied powers do not per- 
mit the guards to be armed on 
the ground that it might lead to 
serious clashes with armed Com- 
munist police who patrol the 
Soviet side of the East-West 
border which separates East and 
West Berlin. 

It was learned that American 
authorities here have no objec- 
tions to the lifting of the bar, 
but the French and British insist 
on keeping it.

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The Second Battle of Lexington: 

It is a little late to wonder, but which war 
produced the Battle of Lexington, Mo.? The old 
river town up the Missouri, with its fine ante- 
bellum mansions which are thrown open to the 
public each fall, with its pride that there “the 
Old South still lives,” plans to re-enact the bat- 
tle on May 12 in behalf of the seventy-fifth an- 
niversary of Wentworth Military Academy. 

Certain facts about this battle have been 
established. It occurred in September 1861. Ster- 
ling Price and his men in grey captured the 
town after hard fighting in a nine-day siege, 
during which the horses of the outnumbered de- 
fenders drank up most of their water. A cannon- 
ball in a column of the Lafayette county court 
house is proof that the battle occurred. 

But early press announcements from Lexing- 
ton said the battle occurred in the Civil War. 
Must have been a mistake. A town where the 
Old South still lives should have known better. 
From deep in the Old South a correction came 
from Mrs. Belmont Dennis, president-general of 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy. The 
battle was, of course, part of the War Between 
the States. 

Pshaw and petunias, suh! Call that war the 
late unpleasantness, call it the great dissension, 
call it the Lost Cause, call it that there war, call 
it anything, but there was nothing civil about it. 

As yet there is no indication as to which war 
will win the second Battle of Lexington. We 
only know who won the first one.

Insistent questions which deserve examination 
and answer are raised by Senator Douglas of II- 
linois in the debate over the Upper Colorado 
River project. 

The costs of producing electric power, and the 
costs of supplying irrigation, will both be exces- 
sive, the latter to a fantastic degree, in Senator 

. Douglas’s opinion. Since this project would cost 
a billion dollars in the initial phase of construc- 
tion alone, Congress needs to take the time and 
the care to be right. 

The cost of installing hydro-electric power 
systems will be four to five times the cost on 
the Tennessee River, Senator Douglas says. Cost 
of generating power will range from 4% to 
more than 6 mills, compared with 1.1 mills at 
TVA’s dams in the Tennessee Valley. 

Irrigation construction costs will run as high 
as $3900 an acre although the land will not be 
worth more than $150 an acre after irrigation is 
supplied, Senator Douglas says. 

The Senator from Illinois is perhaps not an 
irrigation énthusiast. He would not agree with 
the recommendation of the President’s Water 
Resources Policy Commission in 1950 that finan- 
cial feasibility be eliminated as a requirement 
for irrigation projects. Yet even if the philosophy 
of irrigation subsidy for the sake of the general 
welfare is accepted, surely there must be some 
top limit on the subsidy. 

The question of how much subsidy the Upper 
Colorado project irrigation is worth is particu- 


larly insistent. These irrigation districts are in. 
the mountains, where the winters are long and 


the growing seasons short, and the crops to be 
raised will not be high-valpe—principally alfalfa, 
hay and corn for feeding livestock. 

Without question the conservation of water on 
the Upper Colorado is an imperative necessity, 
for the development of a great tier of western 
states hangs on it.

For more than three months now a Missouri 
Senate committee headed by a St. Louisan has 
been permitting dust to gather on a legisiative 
proposal of some importance to the Greater 
St. Louis area. 

The Senator is John P. Barrett, a North St. 
Louis Democrat, and the proposal is a bill to 
expand and clarify the powers of the Bi-State 
Development Agency. The bill would enable the 
agency to sell its revenue bonds at more favor- 
able interest rates, and also spell out its au- 
thority to acquire McKinley bridge. Ultimately 
the bridge could become toll-free under Bi-State 
operation, and this would be both a saving and 
a boon to Mr. Barrett’s constituents.

Questions with fateful implications 
for the human race are soon to be 
tackled by this nation's leading scien- 
tific organization. The National Acad- 


emp ot Sciences has announced it will 


undertake a broad appraisal of present 
knowledge about the effects of atomic 
radiation. 

The projected study is especially 
timely because of the guidance it can 
provide on momentous issues of policy 
now facing the nation. An agency such 
as the National Academy — a quasi- 
governmental body founded under the 
auspices of President Lincoln and char- 
tered by Congress—has the prestige to 
offset some of the dangerously mislead- 
ing statements on atomic radiation that 
haye been circulating recently. 

‘Any appraisal, including that by the 
National Academy, must begin with the 
assumption that present knowledge of 
radiation is insufficient to give definite 
answers on what our atomic policy 
should be. Yet one newspaper column- 
ist has been preaching in 2 tone of 
unanswerable finality that new experi- 
ments show the present “fall-out” level 
from bomb tests “cannot harm future 
generations.” 


Actually no one knows with certainty 
what will happen to future generations 
if the present rate of radiation from 
nuclear explosions ds continued. The 
effects ‘of substantially more than Bor- 
mal radiation on human beings may not 


be observable until the third or even 
the tenth generation. (So far scientists 
have only had an opportunity to study 
second-generation Japanese victims of 
excess radiation.) The results of radia- 
tion experiments with insects cannot be 
translated into reliable answers for 
humans. 

Enough, however, is known about 
radiation to warn us that we cannot 
afford to be complacent. It is known 


that the genes, by which characteristics 


are transmitted from one human gen- 
eration to another, may be “jolted” in 
such a way by radioactive atoms that a 
permanent departure from type will 
result, Such a change may show up 
in the future in the form of a heredi- 
tary disease, mental defectiveness or a 


- pkysical handicap. 


The seriousness of such harmful 
effects will depend of course on the 
concentration of radioactivity in the 
earth's atmosphere. And while the 
present level of radioactivity may not 
be great enough to do any general 
damage, the unfortunate fact is that 
we do not know at what point the 
cumulative dosage of radioactivity will 
become dangerous. Still more unfortu- 
nate is the fact that, if we let the con- 
centration get too high, we will not be 
able to undo what we have thereby 
done to future generations. 

This is why the National Academy 
study is a matter of such momentous 
significance.

The Louis admirers only said 
that it never would have hap- 
pened had Joe been himself. 

Charies found himself in 
much the same position as 
Gene Tunney after Tunney 
had defeated the idol Jack 
Dempsey.

Noble Indian Warrior 


Following the current Hollywood fashion in Westerns of 
making the Indians the heroes and the white men the vil- 
lains, Universal offers “CHIEF CRAZY HORSE,” in Cine- 
maScope, at the FOX. As did the recent saga on Sitting 
Bull, it goes all out in the other direction. 
Crazy Horse (Tashunca-uitco), the famous 
Oglala Sioux warrtor chieftain, is depicted 
by Victor Mature and the script as a noble 
leader and devoted, kind and gentle family 
man. 


Be that as it may, the picture fails mis- 
erably of any sort of sweep or excitement 
and has its share of historical distortions. As long as they 
were doing it, they might have spent the money to do it 
right. Crazy Horse's victory over Gen. George Crook June 
17, 1876, is shown as no more than a skirmish between small 
bands of about 100 on each side which was over in a few 
minutes, whereas actually Crazy Horse had 1200 Oglalas 
and Cheyennes under his command and Crook 1300 soldiers, 
anc the fight lasted all day. The Custer massacre at the 
Little Big Horn a week later, which logically should have 
been the big point of the film, isn’t even shown. The skimpy 
treatment dodges it, by showing Crazy Horse and a few 
braves looking down on a few dozen cavalrymen with an 
officer wearing a golden beard at their head, then a shot of 
a few bodies of soldiers lying on the ground. 


Crazy Horse’s defeats are conveniently overlooked, nor 
is it brought out that it was constant pressure by Gen. 
Crook and a bold attack by Col. Miles on his village in mid- 
winter that led to the chief's downfall. When Crazy Horse 
surrenders in the film, it is only because his wife (Suzan 
Ball) is ill. He is shown having only a handful of followers, 
whereas he actually surrendered with 1100. 


His death, to promote more sympathy for the chardatter, 
is shown as a treacherous bayonet stab in the back by Little 
Big Man (Ray Danton), whereas actually Crazy Horse had 
seized a knife after being arrested, and attempted to fight 
his way out, and Little Big Man, his friend, was attempting 
to restrain him. As Little Big Man isn’t here to give his 
side of the story, in all justice, I feel it my bounden duty 
to report he claimed Crazy Horse accidentally stabbed him- 
self in the abdomen in lunging with the knife. But that 
wouldn't make a suitable dramatic ending, would it?

With a fellowship from the 
National Research council--pro- 
vided for a time by funds from 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis — he worked 
there on viruses, mainiy on flu.

would have to depend for its ef- 
fectiveness on producing anti- 
bodies that would circulate in 
the blood—ever be effective? 

Most adults, it was known, al- 

ready had naturally - produced 
anti-polio antibodies in their 
blood stream. How did they get 
there? Didn’t they have to be 
produced by virus? Yet all but 
two isolated attempts had failed 
to find any virus whatsoever in 
people’s blood during polio sea- 
sons. 
Then in 1952 Dr. Dorothy M. 
Horstmann and Dr. David Bo- 
dian, working independently at 
Yale and Johns Hopkins, suc- 
ceeded in recovering virus from 
the blood of monkeys and chim- 
panzees three to five days after 
they had been infected. Dr. 
Horstmann further tested 130 
human beings during an .Ohio 
polio epidemic, and a significant 
number proved to have virus in 
their blood. 

Evidently the virus remained 
there only briefly and then 
moved to the nervous system. 
The previous searches had been 
made too late, Excitement among 
research workers was great. 
There was for 24 or 48 hours, 
after all, a time and place where 
antibodies, if present in suf- 
ficient level, could attack the 
virus and prevent it from pro- 
ceeding. 

Dr. Salk started work on «a 
vaccine on his return from 
Copenhagen in the fall of 1951. 
He had begun to know Basil 
O’Connor, president of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, for the first time while 
on the Queen Mary gg 
from Copenhagen. Dr. 
found O’Connor “sensitive, — 

nesslike, sharp — a man inter- 
ested in polio only as an oppor- 
tunity to pertorm a sucial ex- 
periment toward solving many 
human lems.” O onnor 
found Dr. “not just a scien- 
tist — a deep-thinking, broad- 
gauged fellow.”

The date was to prove over- 
optimistic by two and a half 
months.

Many scientists believed that 
only a live-virus vaccine — in- 
stead of a vaccine using killed 
virus, like Dr. Salk’s—could be 
effective. Here Dr. Salk stuck 
to his guns, replying that his 
first shots would produce only 
a small amount of antibody, but 
would “alert” the body to get 
ready to make its own powerful 


antibody supply—which it would

Many people expressed doubts 
about moving “too fast” to be 
of the vaccine’s safety.

S there any trick about broil- 

ing ham steak? This question 

comes from a reader who says 
she has just recently become ‘a 
“permanent” housewife and that 
she is most anxious to improve 
her cooking. Ham steak is one 
of her husband’s favorite foods. 
She would like to have some 
suggestions, as she says that she 
has not been too successful in 
preparing it. She asked first 
whether the meat should be 
scalded with boiling water to 
remove some of the salt. 


Old-fashioned recipes call for 
this operation. It is seldom to- 
day that you get salty ham and 
if it is scalded, too much flavor 
is removed. If you have been 
sent a real home-cured te 
ham it might be necessary 
scald it, though this is not 4 
ways the case. 

Generally speaking, I prefer 
to pan broil rather than to oven 
broil ham, although it is neces- 
sary to pour off fat as it ac- 
cumulates in the skillet. 

Broiled Ham. 

Preheat broiling oven 5 to 10 
minutes. Trim skin. Cut fat in 
several places to prevent curling 
during cooking. Place meat on 


greased broiler rack and broil 
two or three inches below mod- 


erate heat, turning occasionally. 
Allow 10 minutes for slices - 
inch thick, 20 minutes for slices 
14-inch thick, and 30 minutes 
for slices one-inch thick. Allow 
* to % pound per serving. 
Note: Just before ham is done, 
sprinkle with brown sugar and 
return to broiler to melt sugar, 
which gives an attractive glaze.
